If  It  takes  one  week  to  dispose  of  three 
amendment#  to  the  tariff  bill,  how  Ipag 
will  It  take  to  dispose  of  four  hundred 
and  nine  amendments'  That  Is  the 
problem  the  U.  B.  Beuate  presents  to 
to-day.  If  the  Beuate  does  not  make 
greater  progress  with  the  tariff  bill  In 
future  than  It  has  done  in  tbs  past  the 
53d  Congress  will  end  before  It  Is  acted 
upon.  The  four  hundred-odd  amend¬ 
ments  which  have  f>eeu  presented  to  the 
Beuate  as  the  result  of  Democratic  con¬ 
cessions  to  Democratic  Senators  are  far 
more  satisfactory  to  the  Republicans 
than  they  are  to  the  Democrats,  and  If 
any  assurance  could  be  given '  that  they 
would  be  accepted  by  the  House,  the  bill 
would  pass  the  Senate  iu  a  week.  But 
the  Republicans  are  afraid  that  these 
amendments  are  merely  a  bait  to  get 
the  bill  through  the  Beuate,  and  then  to 
so  make  up  the  conference  committee  as 
to  have  the  most  ol  them  struck  out 
In  fact,  the  principal  cause  of  delay 
seems  to  be  that  neither  side  Is  quite 
certain  of  either  its  owu  or  the  other’s 
position. 

Coxey’e  commonweal  army  was  forced 
out  of  Washington  by  the  health  authori¬ 
ties  and  Is  now  eucamped  In  Maryland, 
live  miles  away,  where  its  surroundings 
are  decidedly  antagonistic,  many  of  the 
Marylanders  having  refused  to  either 
contribute  or  to ‘sell  anything  to  Its 
lembers,  but  they  say  they  intend  to 
Remain  and  wait  reinforcements  and  to 
again  come  to  Washington  when  they 
get  enough  of  them.  The  argument  In 
the  application  for  a  new  trial  for  Coxey 
and  hla  two  associates  who  were  con¬ 
victed  of  violating  the  law  against  tres¬ 
passing  on  the  Capitol  grounds  will  be

As  If  there  were  not  already  combina¬ 
tions  enough  and  to  apure^ta  Congress, 
a  new  one  has  been  formed  In  tbe  House, 
for  the  express  purpose  of  preventing 
tbe  passage  of  the  Hatch  anti-option 
bill.  It  la  said  that  nearly  all  of  tbe 
members  from  tbe  large  cities,  regard¬ 
less  of  politics,  bavs  joined  this  combi¬ 
nation,  which  expects  by  book  or  crook 
to  down  tbs  antk-optloo  bill.  Mr.  Hatch, 
however,  still  expresses  confidence  la 
tbe  early  passage  of  tbe  bill  by  a  sub¬ 
stantial  majority. 

n  Is  now  whispered  around  tbat  Presi¬ 
dent  Cleveland  and  all  the  member*  Of 
hie  Cabinet  have  been  quietly  using  Their 
laflueaoe  to  prevent  any  decisive  action 
by  Congress  on  the  admission  of  new 
Btatea,  and  tbat  pledges  have  been  se¬ 
cured  from  a  sufficient  number  of 
Senator*  to  make  It  reasonably  certain 
that  none  of  the  bills  mow  before  tbe 
Beasts  will  be  noted  upon  at  this  session. 
Several  reason s^are  given  for  thla  an¬ 
tagonists  on  tbe  part  of  tbe  administra¬ 
tion,  bat  fsnr  of  Increasing  the  silver 
vote  In  the  Senate  seems  to  be  most 
generally  accepted  as  the  cause.

States’  rights  were  given  a  boost  when 
tbe  House  Judiciary  Committee  ordered 
a  favorable  report  on  the  DeArmond  bill 
providing  that  no  Judge  of  a  U.  B.  court 
shall  punish  any  citizen  or  offioer  for 
being  la  ces tempt  for  refusal  to  levy 
a  tax  or  oollect  a  tax  for  tbs  payment  of 
say  bond  tanned  by  tbe  municipality, 
county,  or  Stats  wb  sre  tbe  levying  or 
collecting  such  tax  L  contrary  to  tbe 
laws  of  the  State.  The  report  was  or¬ 
dered  by  a  strict  party  vote. 

Another  tariff  snag  Is  In  sight.  Tbe 
Oerman  Ambassador  regards  tbe  pro¬ 
poned  amendment,  said  to  have  been 
dictated  by  Sugar  Trust,  pnttlsg  a 
discriminating  dnty  of  one-tenth  of  one 
cent  a  pound  qn  reflaed  sugar,  as  a  direct 
slap  at  Oarmany,  which  needs  more  ra¬ 
ined  sugar  to  lb«  tilted  Htste*  then  all 


tbs  rest  of  tbs  world  combined,  and  tbe 
prediction  Is  confidently  made  by  those 
who  ought  to  know  that  If  thla  amend¬ 
ment  becomes  a  law  German;  will 
oertainly  retaliate  by  Imposing  duties  or 
by  replacing  tbs  restrictions  upon  Ameri¬ 
can  products  which  ware  a  year  or  so 
ago  removed.
